covering sugar so # for preaerving pur 
poses, should 
be turned in to the 
County Administrators.” 
Administrator Beden Is determined 
that the distribution of sugar over the 
State shall be equitable, aud to this 
end the administration has built up a 
special department, the members or 
which are devoting long hours each 
day to checking statements and mail 
ing out certificates. 
Out of the sugar allotment for Au­ 
gust the first class to be considered 
is the retail merchant who distributes 
to the home; next the manufacturers 
of essentials; third, the hotels and res­ 
taurants; fourth, the bakers; and last, 
the non-essentials.
